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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: tfie submitted affidavit is not sufficient to antedate 
the Braun ('059) reference. 

Regarding rule 1.131 affidavits, the MPEP states: 

"The showing of facts shall be such, in character and weight, as to establish reduction to practice prior to the effective date of the reference, 
or conception of the invention prior to the effective date of the reference coupled with due diligence from prior to said date to a subsequent 
reduction to practice or to the filing of the application. Original exhibits of drawings or records, or photocopies thereof, must accompany and 
form part of the affidavit or declaration or their absence must be satisfactorily explained." 

In this case the submitted affidavit fails to establish reduction to practice. The affidavit successfully establishes prior conception, however 
there is no showing of due diligence from the date of the submitted design document to either a subsequent reduction to practice or the 
date of the filing of the application, as is required by the MPEP.

and Jablon ('006). 

Claims 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 013(a) as being unpatentable over Braun ('059) in view of Daudelin ('532).. 
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
